He Owns Half foe Personal Prop 


erty in His Township. 


Elian Simpson, a Remarkable Man, Wb 


Is the Heaviest Individual Tax Payer 


in tbe County—His First Tax Re- 


celpt Was for 37 Cents-Karned 


His Wealth In Farming. 


Elias Simpson, a farmer of Morgan 


township, pays taxes on nearly a. 
much personal property as till the res 
of that township combined. 
His taxes 


enrich the county treasury more than 
those of any other individual tax-paye: 
in the country. 'A study of his return 
through the assessor is interesting. He 
lists, first 6 horses at $300, 28 cattle 
at §364, 30 hogs at §240, 3 carriages 
at §100, 2 watches at §50, one piano 
at §200, cash' §16,975, credits, afte 
deducting all debts, §17,000, and other 
personal'property at §1,606, making i 
total of §36,835. 
The total amoun 


returned from that township is §56,015 
so that he owns nearly half the per 
sonal property in the township. 
In 


addition to this he,reported about §25 
000 as due from the, Davis estate and 
the Farmers' National bank, which is 
not included on account of the imcer 
tainty of its value. It will be appraised 
and the amount added by the board o: 
equalization, which 
will 
doubtless 


bring his amount up to more than all 
the rest of, the township. The piano 
referred to'is the only one in Morgan 
township and is listed at a higher value 
than any other piano in the county. 


The tax books show also that he 


pays taxes on §53,480 worth of real 
estate, a Valley township farm being 
listed at §16,900, one in Rush town 
ship at §8,270, and one in Morgai 
township at §28,310. Mr. Simpson's 
career has been a remarkable one. He 
located here in early manhood, working 
on a farm as a day laborer 
Every 


cent he has was earned by hard work 
and increased by economy. He stir 
has his first tax receipt. 
It is dated 


some time in the 40's and .shows that 
he paid then 37 cents in taxes. His re 
ceipt for last year was $1,889.59. There 
are wealthier men in . the county, bu1 
their money is.invested in bonds which 
are .-exempt from ..taxation, or their 
property is listed by banks or other 
corporations, so that Mr. Simpson is 
no doubt the heaviest individual prop 
erty holder and tax-payer 
in 
the 


county.
